DEATH LIST MAY GROW 


Flier Collides with Freight Engine 
After Jumping Rails While 
Going at a Fast Rate. 


SECOND ACCIDENT DURING WEEK 


Fort Wayne, Ind., Aug. 18.—[ Special. }— 
Four persons are known to have been killed 
and thirty injured when the Pennsylvania 
eighteen hour train, en route from Chicago 
to New York, Jumped the track on the west- 
ern outskirts of Fort Wayne this evening 
while going fifty miles an hour. 

The wreckage has not. been cleared and 
the list of dead may grow. Of the thirty in- 
jured it is feared that at least four or five 
will die. 

In leaving the rails the two engines pull- 
ing the passenger train sideswiped a fre‘ght 
engine and the three piled up in a mass of 
bent and twisted iron. 

The baggage car, smoker, buffet, and two 
sleepers of the special turned over in the 
ditch. Most of the injured were seated in 
the diner and smoker when the accident oc- 
urred. 

Fourth Accident to Train. 

This was the second accident to the Penn- 
sylvania special ina week. It was wrecked 
a week ago tonight just after it passed 
through Indiana Herbor, In& No one was 
killed on that occasloa, 

In al] four wrecks have occurred to the 
train since it was placed in service in June, 
100865. 

The first smarhup occurred at Mineral] 
Point, Pa.r Feb. 23, 1907, when the west 
bound train was derailed. Most of the pas- 
sengers were injured, but none was killed. 
The second accident occurred near Hamil- 
ton, Pa., where the train ran into a landslide.

GENERAL STRIKE 
MENACESBRITAIN 


Rail Men of Large Cities 
Threaten Walkout Unless 
Disputes Are Settled. 


FATAL LIVERPOOL RIOT. 


LONDON, Aug. 18.—Great Britain appears 
tonight to be confronted by a grave labor 
movement, compared with which the London 
strike just ended would be a smal! affair. 

With furious street battles in Liverpool 

and serious riots at Glasgow comes the 
news of meetings of the railway employés 
at Liverpool, Glasgow, Manchester, Bristol. 
Sheffield, and other large cities at which 
threats were made of a general strike of 
aM ralbway men, transport workers, and 
dockers unless existing disputes are settled 
promptly and satisfactorily. 
Everywhere the workers appear encour- 
aged by the success of the London strike to 
take energetic steps to secure better terms 
for their services. In London itself both rail- 
way and street car strikes still threaten. 


One Killed, 100 Hurt, in Liverpool. 

LIVERPOOL, Aug. 13.—One policeman was 
killed and forty so badly injured that they 
were taken to hospitals today as the result 
of riots growing out of the strike situation. 
Sixty civilians sustained broken limbs and 
other injuries. 

The fighting continued in the Islington 
quarter until nearly midnight. In Christian 
street the rioters erected barricades and 
started fires to impede the mounted police. 

The riot act was read for a second time 
and troops were called. A military officer 
was wounded and much property wrecked. 
The temper of the rioters is shown by the 
fact that they even attacked the ambulance 
surgeons and the firemen who were cailed 
Out to extinguish incendiary fires. 

An altercation between a policeman and 
strikers during a transport workers’ demon- 
stration at St. George's hall started the trou- 
ble which culminated in a general fight. 
After this disorder had been put down 
and the strikers seattered, they gathered 
ugain in the Islington quarter and resumed 
their attacks upon the officers. 


Air Filled with Missiles. 
During the fight in front of St. George's 
hall the alr was filled with bricks, pieces of 
granite, bits of timber, and bottles. After 
every charge of the police there lay scores of 
prostrate, bleeding forms, many of which 
were those of policemen. The crowd asked 
for quarter, but it was not given. 
Tom Mann, the strike leader, counseled 
orderly tactics, but the mob was composed 
largely of hooligans, who, noting the small- 
ness of the police force, determined to take 
advantage of the situation. As darkness 
came on the roughs became more violent and 
set fire to two houses, while the crowd stood 
by and cheered.

Brindley Drifts for Hours Nearly 
a Mile Above Earth; Biplane 
Races Thrill Crowds. 


SET NEW WORLD'S RECORDS 


Martin Achieves Best Alighting Time; 
Sopwith, Carrying Passengers, 
Finishes with Honors. 


11 MACHINES SOARING AT ONCE 


Two events in the second day of the inter- 
national aviation meet fascinated and almost 
hypnotized Chicago. 

A dashing, spirited race between three 
biplanes stirred thousands of spectators in 
the Grant park aerodrome ta the highest en- 
thusiasm. and mystery surroynding an avia- 
tor who for nearly two hours hung thousands 
of feet in the air over Lake Michigan heid 
them until after dark. 

The race was declared the greatest ever 
witnessed over an aviation course. The big 
audience had learned to watch the events 
as announced in the program, and the race 
concentrated attention, though half a dozen 
aeroplanists were “ playing circus” up and 
down the field. ae 

The weird picture in the sky—the lone 
speck of a machine rocking, floating, and 
sometimes apparently withont motion of any 
sort, then drew their attention. It bound 
them to the field until, guided by a huge 
bonfire, surrounded by torches of red fire, 
he was called away from his then invisible 
perch and down toward earth again. 


There was just as much fiying as on the 
first day of the meet. Twenty-oné mone- 
planes and biplanes vied with each other is 
feats of skill and daring, and the different 
aviators, after’ ths tests of their first day, 
remained longer tn the air. In addition 
they flew further and higher, they braved 
more risks and took advantage of their aco 
quaintance with the atmospheric currents 
and conditions. ea 

The official records show that there were 
nearly twenty-two hours of individual fiy~-. 
ing crowded into the three and a half hour 
program the first day. That is, the total 
of the hours in which the different machines 
were in tHe air, was sufficient to give an 
average of six machines in the air all the time. 
Nine was the greatest number observed ia 
simultaneous fiight. but yesterday on several 
countg there were eleven in flight at the same 
time. 

Not even a “trifling” accident of the sort 

that occurred Saturday marred the days 
program. No machine in the air met with 
trouble of any sort. While the ergine of one 
was being started and while the machine 
still was on the ground it tipped and a guy 
wire was broken. Another machine lost a 
tire from its landing chassis, but that was 
all. % 
The afternoon closed, twilight came on. 
the city began to twinkle with lights before 
Oscar A. Brindley returned to the flying 
field from his jaunt in the clouds-—-the high- 
est flight of the meet so far. 


Two World’s Records Broken. 
‘r'wo worlds records were smashed. Tom 
Sopwith carried two passengers in his Wright 
biplane with Farman controls for seventy 
minutes, and J. V. Martin in his Grahame- 
White alighted one foot and three inches 
from a point fixed by the meet officials. 
There is no question in the minds of the 
experts about these two records being new. 
The former two paseenger carrying record 
was made by C. Grahame-White at Belmont 
park two years ago when he carried two 
men for a little less than three minutes. The 
accomplishment of the feat by Sopwith 
brought him the second $3,000 special prise 
of the meet, and brought his total of prizes 
for the day up to $4,420. 
Martin's alighting record broke one helé 
by Sopwith. Two weeks ago the English 
man came within 1 foot 5% inches from the 
stopping mark at Nassau boulevard. 


Signal Distant Aviator. 

At an altitude of 4442 feet Brindley 
hung over Streeterville, a mile north of the 
aviation fleld, at 7 o'clock, when the meet 
closed. As he was too far away to he sig- 
nailed down by the cannon, it was necessary to 
light five power torches on the field, a sig- \ 
nal in the flying world that means “ Comeon 
down.” | 

Brindley dgscended, but leisurely. He drift- 
ed in slow, wide spirals, sometimes sitting 
back in his seat with his arms folded, he said 
later. 

Quite a crowd walted in the dusk to cheer 
the Wright aviator when he landed, ea little 
after 7:30 o'cleck. He had been in the air 
two hours anda half. At 8:30 0'clock he had 
gone up io try out his motor. which was not 
working properly on Baturday. On this flighs 
he believes he ascended 6,000 feet and re- 
mained in the sky until 4:45 o'clock. 

Harold F. McCormick stayed until Brindley 
came down. 


Tells of Try to Sky. 

“TI want to congratulate you both on your 
splendid flight and tle absence of any wild 
dashes in your return to the feld,’ Mr Me- 
Cormick said. Mr. McCormick disapproves of 
short spiral glides and other erratic ma- 
neuvers.

Jockey Biplanes Around Course. 
Beachey was started first. Before he was 
ence around, the course Ovington’s biplane 
Was released. They both had passed the 
line once when Ward, in Robinson's plane, 
Was started off, literally pushed into the 
air, as the loss of a tire a little earlier caused 
one of his chassis wheels to sink inte the 
mud. 
¥ Beachey was speeding along, but he was 
giving so much of his attention to graceful 
banking at the turns that he was overtaken 
by Ovington on the fifth lap. Then it was 
wing and wing. with slight advantage alter- 
nating between them. Ovington gained in 
the straightaway down the length of each 
side of the course, but at the curves Beach- 
ey’s quick turns, made possible through his 
high banking, threw him ahead again. 
Thus they were pulling through the first 
nine taps around the one and one-third mile 


track, and they were going so fast that they | 


were diminishing Ward’s lead ofalap. They 
mace their first turn in the tenth, Ward, 
Beachey, and Ovington in close order, Oving- 
ton fiying high at the pylons, being almost 
above Beachey. The.“ fancy diver’s’’ short 
‘turn carried him into the jead, down the 
east side, and at the north turn he over- 
took Ward and went around the pylons al- 
most parailel with him. and with Ovington 
close behind. , 

Beachey Keeps in Lead. 

Down the east side they flew, and at the 
north end Ovington, high in the air, passed 
over Ward. At the beginning of the thir- 
teenth lap Beachey had a lead of thirty yards 
over Ovington, who led Ward by the same 
distance. When they passed the judges’ 
stand again the first gap had widened to fifty 
yards and the latter to 100 yards. 

Beachey was down low, flying scarcely 
forty feet ahove the ground, and Ovington 
was following\him at three times that height 
as they sailed at lightning speed into the last 
lap. Ward was almost forgotten as the 
crowd watched Ovington try to close the gap 
ahead of him; but again Beachey’s skill! at 
the ends was a big aid, and he crossed the 
line eighty yards ahead of Ovington, with 
Ward behind and with still a lap to go.

Eager Spectators Occupy Vantage

fTundreds of thousards of people dammed 
the usually swift currentin Michigan avenue 
yesterday. ‘The vertical sides on the west 
were banked as high as the highest cornice 
with solid masses of humanity as intent as 
the awed throng below in following the avia- 
tors circling in the air. 

The isles of safety in thé middle of the 
boulevard held thick clumps of men and 
women. Automobiles whose drivers were 
so bold as to attempt to negotiate the thor 
oughfare from Randolph street south barely 
crawled along on the lowestspeed. Ocasion- 
ally the parties in the machines would give 
up the passage and withdraw to the side of 
the avenue to watch the flying events. 


Crowds Seek Field Early. 

The crowds began to arrive early for the 
meet, and long before 3 o’clock’the availabls 
seats and standing ground in Grant par« 
had been exhausted. First the viaducts 
filled. and the police found themselves almost 
helpless to keep open a channel in which 
officials and attendants of the meet ran to 
and fro from the arena within to outer points 
on business mission. The police were forced 
to watch the railing of the Randolph street 
viaduct closely for fear it would give way. 
When the viaducts had been covered from 
floor to superstructure, policemen at thelr 
entrances turned the crowds back into Mich- 
igan avenue.

Letters to Hilles Tell of Danger 
to Ticket in State. 


TAFT RETURNS TO FAVOR. 


Lorimer Forces May Aid Democrats i 
1912 Campaign. 


{BY A 8TAFF CORRESPONDENT] 
Washington, D. C., Aug. 18.—[Special. }— 
It will take heroic work to save Illinois to 
Taft and the Republican ticket in that state 
in 1912, aecording to the replies being re- 
ceived to the letters sent out by Charles D. 
Hilles, private secretary to the president, 
and by Col. George C. Rankin, national bank 
receiver. 

President Taft, say these correspondents, 
is popular in Illinois an4, if not handicapped 
by local Republican disorganization, will be 
able to carry the state by a plurality com- 
paring favorably with his 179,000 in 1908. 
Some of the replies say the president has 
‘suffered a loss of favor in some agricultural 
sections of the state by reason of his ad- 
vocacy of Canadian reciprocity, but nearly 
all admit this prejudice is diminishing and, 
in any event, is insufficient in itself to threat- 
en his defeat. 


Factions Cause of Worry. 

But what is worrying the Illinois men 
who are writing to Washington is the con- 
dition of the Republican party in Illinois. 
Most of the informants think the party is 
irretrievably split into three factions—the 
Deneen progressives, the Merriam progres- 
sives. and the Lorimer reactionaries.. The 
fear is expressed that unless these factions 
can be united the Democrats will sweep the 
state next year. 

The secret letter campaign for the re- 
election of Mr. Taft was inaugurated several 
months ago on a comprehensive plan taking 
in every state in the union. As Mr. Hilles 
said in his letter, published today, the re- 
plies were to be regarded as confidential un- 
less “‘ utilized by some reputable newspaper 
engaged in endeavoring to sense the situa- 
tion.”’

Hirth, a Munich specialist, propounds a new 
explanation of the direct cause of death from 
heat stroke, which he attributes to electro- 
lytic disturbances due to the abstraction of 
galt from the system. 

His investigations show that persons who 
perspire copiously, especially those who per- 
form heavy physica! labor in hot weather, 
may lose in the course of a single da) thou- 
sands of grams of moisture containing from 
two-thirds to four-fifths of 1 per cent 
of salt. He comes to the conclusion that the 
human body under these ecnditions may lose 
az much as thirty grams, and. in extreme 
cases forty grams of salt a day, an amaz- 
ing quantity, which is not replaced in the 
ordinary course by food. : 

Drinking large quantities of water is of 
no avail; although it has this advantage, 
that water attracts the remaining salt re- 
serves of the body and prevents thickening 
of the blood, which otherwise would cause 
giddiness, the first warning of impending 
heat collapse.

crushed to death, or mortally injured. 


Torpedo Boat Wrecked. 

The noted Sherigawa inlaid work factory 
collapsed and fifteen employés were killed, 
those who escaped swimming to roofs of 
neighboring houses after crawling from the 
debris. A torpedo boat was swept in short at 
Tokio, and several steamers foundered, while 
big liners dragged anchors. 

Hight of the forty men on the Aoamori Maru 
survived when it went down in the typhoon 
off Kuno, and 100 fishermen were drowned off

The Japanese naval training squadron was 
crossing off Tosa, and two seamen were 
killed on the Hashidato, and seven injured, 
three mortally. .

The howling of two dogs yesterday told of 


the death of their master. Adolf Yock. 7’ | 


years old, at his home, 11383 West Forty- 
Seventh street. It is thought that he had 
been dead two days. The police say that the 
circumstances indicate murder. 

Gustav Walters heard the dogs and inves- 
tigated. Yock, from whom Walters rented, 
lived in a wind shaken shack behind his ten- 
ant’s two story home. He feund the old man 
lying dead in the one bedroom. His face 
was discolored, as though from strangula- 
The police suspect murder by robbers. 

Twelve years ago Yock’s love for money 
caused him to quarre) with his son. The 
voung, man wae indignant because. he 
Claimed, his father did not allow the mother 
encugh food. So serious wes the quarrel 
that the son left the house ané did not return 
until he learned yesterday of his father's 
death. 


Moved in Little Shack. 

After his son's departure Yock compelled 
his wife to give up the house in which 
Walters now lives, and to move with him 
into the little rear shack. For eleven years 
they lived im this manner, the husband's 
parsimony growing more painful every day. 

Young Yook kept his mother supplied with 
money for her private needs, while she quar- 
reled with her husband for every cent which 
it cost her to keep house. 

Vegetables the old man grew 1n the sum- 
mer in a little garden; in the winter there 
were none. Every expenditure he corsidered 
an extravagance, whether it wag for food, 
clothing or some house furnishing. 

He banked the money which came to him 
from the rent of the three houses which he 
owned. 

Jast July the wife could stand it no longer 
and joined her son at his home, 1788 West 
Twenty-first place. The old man made no 
attempt to regain her; it was just that much 
expense off his hands. 

He settled down with his two dogs in the 
lonely little building, wife gone, son gone, 
nothing left except the dogs. By day they 
were allowed the house; at night they slept 
chained to a kenne!. 


Time of Death Unknown. 

When Yock died is a matter of conjecture 
The police think it was Thursday night. All 
Friday the dogs were chained to the kennel, 
but Walters imagined the old man was out 
collecting rents. Saturday, becoming 
hungry, and perhaps uneasy, they tried to 
break their chains. Walters thought their 
master would be home to release them at 
night. 

But as darkness came on and it began to 
rain the whines of the dogs became louder 
and the chains rattled constantly against the 
kennel. 
bed. All night the dogs howled. Farly yes- 
terday he found the old man dead. 

He could not sleep. Above the patter of. 
the rain on his window he heard the walling 
of the dogs,- persistent and troubled. 

About micnight. with an ofl lamp/in his 
hand, he arose and walked out into the back 
yard. The dogs greeted him with yelps. 
He released them. With furious barks they 
ran across the intervening space and leaped 
at the door of the shack, then at the window. 
Walters lifted the Nght and looked in. 


Hammer Found Near Bed. 

The old man was lying dead on hig pillow. 
When the police investigated later in the 
morning they found a heavy hammer lying 
near the bed. The man's face appeared 
bruised and beaten. The body was taken 
to the county morgue, where a further ex- 
amination will! be made.

Mr. Bartgen decided Ke could conduct his 
own. baking test. He sent samples of the 
flour to the county hespital end to the in- 
firmary with inetructicns to bake a loaf and 

_ send it to the county building. He also gave 
a sample to Harry C. Moir. Mr. Bartzen has 
krown Mr. Moir for some time. When the 
president of the county board wascity build- 
ing commiséioner he and hie chief lieutenanis 

fhad their luncheon nearly every day at the 
Boston Oyster House and that practice ts 
#till continued. 

When the bread was submitted, Mr. Moir 
and “ Fish*’ Murray, the county food in- 
spector, paseed the final judgment. It was 
their opinion that the Conybear bread was 
the best and the Millers’ Products produced 
the next best bread. 

Their report was oral. There is nothing 
@n record to indicate why they arrived at 
this conclusion, It has been stated by Presi- 
dent Bartzen that they “ just tock the flour 
into their bakerieé and made bread, and fine 
bread at that."’ 


Explains Ecientific Test. 


W. O. Collins, local manager of Gulick- 
Henderson, did not.“ just take the flour in the 
bakery and make bread.” He consented ‘o 
explain and illustrate his system. 

* First “we determ'!ne the amount of ab- 
Sorption in order to know definitely how mach 
water to add.” hé said. ‘ We also deter- 
mined the amount of glutin and ath and the 
point of fermentation before we start the 
baking test. Thé color of the flour is a ques- 
tion of judgment. but we have a method of 
m@eahnifying the color so that the slightest 
shade is discernible. 

“ Before we start baking we prepare all

Mies Virginia Brooks, West Hammofid’s 
Joan of Arc, demonstrated yesterday that 
she is a peacemaker as well as a warrior 
maiden in politics. 

Ata massmeeting in the Indiana city Miss 
Brooks united the refgrm factions of the 
north ahd south sides in West Hammond 
for a new attack on the old village board. 


Demand New City Officers. 

This attack is to be made through the 
courts, if necessary, to compel] the village 
board to call a speocia) election to elect a 
mayor, city clerk, city treasurer, city attor- 
ney, and four aldermen for the unexpired 
term of the present village board. 

Since the last election of West Hammond 
officials, the form of government has been 
changed to that of a city, and a city charter 
has been issued by the secretary of state. 
Miss Brooks and her followers claim that 
the old village trustees have been “ stalling ”’ 
their constituents by neglecting to call a spe- 
cial election as the law provides. 


Legal Battles Drain Treasury. 

" The present village board has done noth- 
ing but involve us in costly legal battles 
which have drained the treasury of West 
Hammond,”’ said Miss Brooks. ‘ We want 
officials who can protect the taxpayers. 
We want hdnest and efficient men in office. 
If they cannot carry out the business of the 
city, we'll fire them.” 

A committee of seven was appointed to 
wait upon the present village board and ask 
for *a special election. If this request is 
not complied with at once, mandamus pro- 
ceedings to compel the calling of a special 
- election wil! be started.

tent to the scene of the wreck. At least fifty 
doctors were on the scene within a half hour. 

The fire department also hastened to the 
scene and the prompt arrival of an engine 
and ¢rew probably resulted in the saving of 
several lives. One of the passenger cars was 
set afire by flames from the wrecked engines 
and quick work was needed to check these 
flames. 

The more seriously injured passengérs 
were rushed to St. Joseph's and other hos- 
pitals and there are many of the slightly 
injured passengers at the various hotels. 


Running at High Speed. 

Cc. C. Chattell, 3042 Lake avenue, Chicago, 
who was in the dining car and who escaped 
with slight injuries, said the train was rupr- 
ning at high spged. and that when some 
thing broke the passengers were thrown 
headiong the length of the car. 
‘* Men were fighting to get out like beasts,” 
he said, ‘‘ and the steam escaping from the 
kitehen was choking us when another man 
and myself fell to the floor, crawled along. 
and ther’ made our way out through a win- 
dow."’ 


Witness Tells of Wreck. 
Charies P. Skillman of this city, who re- 
sides directly across from the spot where 
the wreck occurred, saw the whole thing as 
he was sitting on his veranda at the time. 
“The train,’ sald Mr. Skillman, “ was 
coming at a terrific rate of speed. Just across 
the bridge, which spans the St. Mary's river 
the train veered into a new switch placed 
there’ because of the track elevation work. 
I guess the train was going at too great a 
rate for the switch to stand the strain, for as 
I watched the train it seemed to me afr 
though the rails of the switch just slifl from 
under the train directly over the freight 
train standing on the north track. 
“The crash was simply terrific. For the 
first minute after the three engines struck 
there was comparative silence. Then came 
the sound of the escaping steam, the ¢rash 
of the two first passenger cars as they sli¢ 
down the embankment into Swinney park. 
and the @creams of the passengers.’ 


Tells of Family’s Escape. 
George Mitchell, wife and four children of 
Los Angeles, Cal., were passengers on the 


train and escaped serious injury miracu- 
lously, 
“ Instantly,” said Mr. Mitchell, “ thave was 


a panic such as I never would suppose could 
happen, I saw strong men seize a woman 
whose companion had broken a window and 
was pushing her through it, pull the woman 
back and craw! out themselves 

‘‘Several men if a panic of fear rushed 
over me and my family and as a matter of 
fact we were the last to get out of the car. 
My daughter, aged 14, has a bad cut on her 
leg. but the rest of us escaped with only 
bruises and slight cuts. If it had not been 
that the cars were of steel I think thet we 
would all have been killed.’’ 


Two Rescued with Axes. 
Robert Russel) of Toronto, Ont., and Fred 
Beckwith of New York City, passengers on 
the flier, were imprisoned in the vestibule , 
between the diner and coach immediately to 
the rear when ¢t crash came and were un- 
able to escape m their narrow prison. 
Their cries attracted the rescuers, who, 
under the direction of Police Sergeant Dan 
Kints, began cutting away the reef of the 
car to reach them. 


BLAME ON BROKEN RAIL.

SLIGHT TO RULER 


Cheers to Emperor After 
Those for Himself. 


Gift to Former President 
of Country. 


New York, Aug. 15 —[(Speciat }—Just for 
a flash this afternoon, the graven mask of 
polite conventionalty fell from the face of 
Admiral Togo and he was the man of Japan, 
alert to a code of chivairy that is unknown 
to the western world. That was when he 
rebuked one of his own countrymen on the 
stage of Carnegie lyceum for forgetting for 
an instant the majesty of the emperor. 


Togo had stood with bowed head while the 
smasl concert hall thundered with deep 
throated “ banzais"’ in his honor and he 
had Hstened to words of praise from his 
countrymen. Then, just as he went down the 
aisle, T. Fukutoml, the New York repre 
sentative of the Osaka Asahi, stepped to the 
front and proposed ghree “ hangais” for 
their beloved emperor. Admiral Togo, who 
was standing, quickly held. up hie hand: 
‘Do not do that,”’ he said, speaking rapid- 
ly. ‘ You have already given me three 
“ bangais.” It is not fitting that after hovor- 
ing me, you should remember his majesty, 
thd emperor. You shouldjknow that.” 


Leaves Amid Great Cheering. 
The little man who had proposed the be- 
tated cheers for the emperor bowed low to 
hide the blush that flew to his cheeks, and 
there was absolute silence in the hall. But 
when the admiral passed down the narrow 
aisle a man raised his arms high above his 
head and thundered something that sounded 
like a battle cry. Instantly all of love and 
veneration that Japanese can display was 
put into a serics of reverberating banzais 
that echoed in the admiral's ears even after 
he had taken his seat in his automobile 
outside the hall. 
The dinner was one of the most elaborats 
ever served in New York. The centerpiece 
was a splendidly executed confection made of 
sugar, which was a model of the famous Jap- 
anese battleship Mikasa, Togo’s flagship in 
the battle of the Sea of Japan. The dinner 
cost $100 per plate. 


Togo Guest of Roosevelt. 

Admiral Togo today paid a warrior's trib- 
ute to Col. Theodore Roosevelt, moving spirit 
in the peace of Portsmouth. 
Apparently Roosevelt the fighter had ap- 
pealed to the Japanese admiral! rather than 
Roosevelt the peacemaker, for ‘when he 
marched up Sagamore hill today to meet the 
former president, he carried to Mr. Roose- 
velt a two foot miniature of a soldier's armor. 
This unique souvenir of his visit was done 
in glistening metal with exquts workman- 
ship and incas¢d in a heavy Mahogany box 
adorned with Japanese. colors.

Left English Home at Behest of Older 
Woman; Forced to Beg. 


Harriett and Alice Elkins, stranded in Chi- 
Cago, have a story of show life which is of 
interest to ‘stage struck ’’ girls. They tore 
the tinsel fram the facts in an interview yes- 
terday, describing the other side of the life 
as really it is. ) 

In 1000 the two sisters lived with their 
widowed mother in a smal Cottage near Lon- 
don. They had an older’sister traveling in 
America with Fitzgeralds Eight English 
Juggling Girls. Through her influence they 
were induced ‘to join the troupe. Alice came 
to America first. She was.14 years old. 
That was in December, 10. She rehearsed 
many hours daily mastering the tricks of 
handling Indian clubs. 


. Sisters Get $1.25 a Week. 

The troupe lost a girl through sickness 
and Alice sent for her sister Harriett, who 
ig two, years older. They had never worked 
at home. This new life was novel and they 
were seé¢ing the United States. They didn't 
know that the wage of $1.26 a week paid them 
was miserly. 

During the season of 1910 they traveled 
with a circus. 

“The circus gave us our board and we slept 
on the circus trains,’’ said Harriett. “It was 
not long until the clothes we brought with us 
got shabby. Skimp as we could we were not 
able to dress nearly as wel! as other perform- 
ers. They noticed this and asked us why we 
did not wear better clothes. By this time 
we found out we were underpaid and were 
ashamed to admit the réal reason.” 


Try Vaudeville During Winter. 

“ When the circus closed for the year we 
played vaudeville houses. Fitzgerald gave 
us 50 cents a day toeaton. He also put us 
three in a bed in cheap hotels and paid the 
room rent. About four months ago I in- 
duced the girls to strike. Fitzgerald raised 
our salaries to$5a week. He hated to do it. 
About three weeks ago he left us in Los 
Angeles with only a day's notice. He owned 
the costumes and props. He gave us a ticket 
to Chicago. Hesaid he was going toorganige 
another troupe of English girls who wouldn't 
be paid so much. All the money we had be- 
tween us was $7.

He received his preparatory edu- 
cation at St. Mary's of the Lake seminary, 
fnishing at Montreal in “ The Grand Semi- 
nary” of the Sulpician Fathers. He was 
omiafmed priest in 1871 by Bishop Foley of 
Ohleago and assigned to the Rev. John Wal- 
dron of St. John’s church. Two years later 
he was given the task of organizing the new 
parish of St. Pius, on the west side. 
Ten years Of successful labor earned Father 
McGuire the pastorate of St. James’, which 
he held for twenty-eight years. His work at 
gst. James’ is digtinguished by the work he 
eatried on through the parochial and gram- 
mar schools of the parish. 
Besides being one of the few irremovable 
gectors of the city, Father McGuire was a 
member of the archbishop’s private counci] 
and. president of the Catnolic schoo! board. 
His executive ability and scholarly attain- 
ments brought him into close identification 
with practically all. Catholic interests, nota- 
bly the Church Extension society and the 
Catholic congress held under its auspices. 
He is survived by twonephews, both Chicage
